“LIQUOR BOYCOTTING 


whiskey sellers of San Buenaventura 
held a meeting on Monday night of 
last week, one of the principal ob- 
jxcts of which was to boycott the two 
newspapers of: the place—the Signal 
and the Free Press—because they had 


of the Board of Supervisors. re- 
ported by the papers of the place, the 
meeting passed a string of resolutions 
setting forth that the liquor seller can- 
not afford to pay a high license, and 
among the number was 2 resolution to 
the effect that the persons present 
would withdraw their patronage from 
the papers. The Free Press gives a 
list of the names of the whiskey sellers 
of the county, and the amount of pat- 
ronage each has given that paper, 
amounting in the aggregate for the 
past year to $108—a mere trifle. The 
fight in Ventura is a warmone. The 
Signal republishes a formidable list of 
respectable citizens of the county who 
are in favor of and petitioners for a 
high license.. Among them we recog- 
nize the names of many of the solid, 
substantial, representative citizens of 
Ventura. |

or the 1100 voters of the county who 
make their living in an honest manner, 
shall rule.

Household Lamps. 

There is no part of the domes- 
tic economy which more closely 
concerns the household generally 
than the care of lamps. Few 
people understand how to geta 
great deal of light out of a small 


‘amount of oil. The following 


hints may not be out of place in 
caring for the lamps: 

Let the wick always touch the 
bottom.of the lamp and trim the 
top square and even, cutting off 
the corners. In student lamps 
rub off the crust on the wicks, 
and never cut them. Fill lamps 
with half an inch of the top. If 
too full the oil runs out, and 
specially when lighted, greasing 
everything that touches it. In 
lightuisg’turn the wick up slow- 


ly that the chimney may heat 


gradually and thus vot crack. 
Keep the wick’ turned ‘high 
enough to burn freely. If too 
low a poisonous and explosive 
gas is generated. A free draught 
is as necessary with a lamp as a 
fire, so keep all parts treecfrom 
dirt. Wash chimneys in hot 
suds and - polish them with old 
newspapers. In using student 
lamps never let the oil accumnu- 
late inithe cup below the wick, 
but pour it out at least oncea 
Let everything used 
about lanips—rags, scissors or 
extra,wicks—be kept in a small 
‘box together; an empty starch 
box being best. Burn lamp rags 
every few weeks, If allowed to 
lie filled* with oil spontaneous 
combustion often takes place, 
many fires having been caused in 
this way.

and the fact has not perhaps 


been noticed before because the 
people who kept bees for obser- 
vatory purposys would never have 
allowed such 'acalamity to hap- 
pen to them.” .

He began life as a 
cafe. -boy on a river “boat, and while 
mere lad. he left that occupation 
‘to enter a printing office. In course 
of ‘time he became an editor; then 


entered politics and soon’ became a 


recognized. leader. He was one of 
the tounders of the old Whigs and 


afterward for many years was one 


ef the mainstays of the present Re- 
publican party. Presidents, Senators, 
Govertiois and many lesser officials 
have found their way to office through 
him, and more than one Presidential 
Cabinet was formed eccording to his 
suggestion. He sought no official 
position for himself, “but gloried in 
being the power behind the throne. 
“His advice was sought after by men 
in the highest ofticial positions. He 
gave it willingly, and often have 
his suggestions almost completely 
changed the political kaleidoscope. It 
/ would be foolish to assert that Thur- 
low Weed made no mistakes in his 


lifetime; he did make mistakes; his 
judgment was not by any means in- 


. fallible; yet as the world goes he was 


wise, far-sighted, prudent, far beyond 
the average of mankind. The follow- 
sing story he told the writer about 
“three-weeks before he -died, and it is 


given almost in his own words: 
“During the summer of 1867 both 


‘of the political parties were already 


-easting ‘about rather anxiously for a 


suitable Presidential candidate for the 
next campaign. The Democrats were 


very mucli in earnest that year and 
had pretty strong hope of being able 
to elect their next candidate, since the 
‘Johnson Administration was turning 


out so badly. The Democratic paty 
at that time was under the. manage- 
ment of Dean Richmond, au excced- 
ingly wise, honest, judicious man,

soon as possible I-saw Abram Wake- 
man, Sheridan Shook, Thomas Mur- 
phy, James Kelly, Owen W. Brennan, 
‘William A Darling, Hugh Gardner, 
Dr. Van Wyck and some more of my 
stanch Republican friends—al] repre- 
sentative men in the party— and we 
met together, organized and held a 
meeting that same evening at the 
Astor House, in old room\11, where so 
many political movements were plan- 
ned in those days. At.this meeting I 
explained whut I had heard, and sug- 
gested that we might capture the 
General for our own ticket by a flank 
movement, as it were, by seeing him 
at once, asking him if he would ac- 
cept the nomination from the Repub- 
lican party if tendered; and then, in 
case we received a satisfactory answer 
--as I had no doubt we should if we 
were in time--we might publish the 
General’s reply, committing him to us, 
and thus prevent the Democrats from 
approaching him at all ha smth the sub- 
ject. 
THE DEMOCRATS BEATEN, 


“The meeting was unanimously in 
favor of this, and I was delegated to 
visit General Grant at once. The 
afternoon papers of that day had 
¢chroni: led the General’s arrival at Long 
Branch, so I hurried down to the 
Branch that same evening. The next 
morning I met the General in front of 
the hotel when he came out to take a 
early walk. Lasked him to postpone 
his walk for a while and come to my 
room, as I had something very im- 
portant to communicate. The General 
went with me and then I told. him 
that I had come down to obtain an ex- 
pression of his willingness to become 
the Republican candidate for the Pres- 
idency of the United States. I told 
hira of our meeting held the njght be- 
fore, without, however referring to its 
hasty orgenization, but allowing him 
to infer that we had had him in our 
minds as a prospective candidate for a 
long time. I told him that I felt I 
could assure him the nomination in 
the convention to be held in 1868, and 
that the nomination would be equiv- 
alexit to an election. 

said I-‘will have. nothing 
whatever to do in the matter beyond 
consenting to become our oqndiaste. 
You have done your work for‘us in 
the war, now we will do our work for 
you in the coming campaigu.’. 

“That afternoon Thomas Murphy 
(afterward appointed by President 
Grant Collector of the port of New 
York) came down with a full account 
of the proceedings of cur meeting and 
an ‘official’ message from the commit- 
tee. General Grant seemed very.much 
pleased with our action and formally 
corsented to become a candidate for 
the nomination at the hands of the 
Republican party. So our mission was 
accomplished. ‘The next morning the 
report that General Grant had commit-

And from that time the Repub- 
lican party has been in power, as the 
result, in the first place, of our haying 
beaten the Democrats in securing the 
consent of General Grant to accept the 
nomination.”
